An exciting fight íor possession of an 
Irish Repubhean Army harrack at Tullow, 
County Carlow, i8 described by our Carlow

It appears that at 3.30 o'clock yesterday 
morning a foree of between 60 and 70 men 
aitacked the barrack, which was held by 
a sergeant and ten men of the regula 
1.R.A.. which is leyal to the Provisional

lasted about an hour and a half. 

As soon as the aitack began the little 
garrison came into the open and main- 
tained a steady fire. One member of the 
garrison was wounded in the region of the 
heart by pellets. Two others had their 
caps pierced. 

Three of the attacking party were 
seriously wounded and had to be removed 
in a motor car. 

The attackers afterwards withdrew.

FURTHER AWKWARD INCIDENTS. 


Writing from Athlone yesterday. our Cérre- 
spondent says:—Early this morning a force of 
Irish Repubiican Army troops, who recognise 
the Army Council, arrived here, under a Com- 
mandant-General,. and re-occupied the Roral 
Hotel. where they re-established their heud- 
quarters.

their belongings, fearing an attack. 

In the afternoon the situation aisumed a 
very ugly aspect. 

1.R.A. troops from Costume Barrack. under 
the command of Commandant-General McKeon 
and his staff, arrived, and occupied Mrs. Egan's 
shop and Mr. H. J. Walker's residence at. Mar- 
(lvke street, and Mr. Boyd's shop at Dublin 
Gate street. 

Rarricedes were erected, and 
ready for action. 

A conflict seemed imminent. when Rev.

Mary’s; and Rev. Father Daly, C.C.. inter- 
vened, and, with the aid of Mr. Peadar Melinn.

After a short meeting, ah edjournment for an 
hour was arranged. In the interval the clergy 
requested all the public-houses to close. and 
the traders obeyed. Business was at a stand- 
still, and the people moved about in suspense. 
As a result of the second meeting of the rival 
leaders, however, a satisfactory arrangement 
was reached. :

he realised it now, but he did not know 
it at the time. fie made up the arsenic 
into twenty packets for convenience in 
putting it ia the ground; he could give

no other explanation. 

To another question by 
whether, when he made his statement to 
the police, he had forgotten the white 
arsenic, Major Armstrong replied in the 
affirfhative. 

Mr. Maithews, the accused's soltcitor, 
spoke to finding the packet of arsenic 
caught in the drawer of the bureau after 
the police. had made their. search. The 
witness’s clerk corroborated, and the judge 
remarked that there was no suggestion 
whatever thar Mr. Matthews or any of 
his clerks put the packet in the drawer.

MANY HOUSES ROBBED NEAR 
CASTLEBAR. 

There was a sensation in Castlebar vesterday 
when it was learned thai a series of robberies 
had been committed in a number of districts 
around the town during the previous night. 
Sums amounting to over £500 in cash were 
taken by a party of armed raiders, who 
travelled by motor car.

DRASTIC RESTRICTIONS. 

The Northern Government has issued an 
Order imposing further drastic restrictions for 
the possession and carrying of firearms. 
present ypermits have heen rendered 
unless Lhey comply with the new regulations. 
These provide that :— 

(1) No person wil] be eligible to have or to 
carry firearms for any purpose whatsoever, un- 
less he is, or becomes, a member of the Forces 
of the Crown, including the Special Constabu- 
lary; and only so'long as he remains a member 
of such Forces. | 

(2) Members of the Special Constabulary, 
when ‘if ie essential for tleir personal pro- 
tection, will be granted a special permit to have 
or to carry arms when noi on duty, subject 
to such conditions ag may be necessary in cach 
individual case. In granting such permite prior 
consideration will be given to those members of 
the Special Constabulary who actually carry

BELFAST MEMBER’S FEAR. 


In the Northern House of Commors yesier- 
day, on a motion that the Criminal Procedure 
Bill may be passed through al! its remaining 
etages at that day's sitting, 

Mr. R. J. Lynu said that in view of the pre- 
sent state of the country, and in view of the 
fact that this bill was brought in to carry out 
an agreement made between the Northern Go- 
vernment and Mr. Griffith and Mr. Collins, and 
also in view of the fact that “these gentlemen 
may disappear in a few weeks, vethens: te a 
few days, from publie¢ life,” he would ask the 
Government if they would postpone the further 
consideration of the bill for some time. 

The Minister of Finance (Mr. H. M. Pollock), 
in reply, said that it was the view of the 
Government that under the circumstances it 
would be botter to proceed with the bill. -They 
at least would be expected to do their duty 
irrespective of what might happen in regard to 
the position in Southern Ireland. The Govern- 
ment was anxious to complete the bill, and 
pass it into law before the Easter holidays. 

Mr. M‘Guffin eaid that they had no assurances 
that the signatories on behalf of Southern Ire- 
land would be able to carry out thei part of 
the agreement. This was a very serious matter. 

The Speaker--I must remind my hon. friend 
that the merits of the bill cannot be discussed 
upon this motion. '

DAIL INQUIRY. 


GREAT ENGINEERING 
FEAT RECALLED. |

The Commission appointed by Dail Eireann 
to investigate the working of the Grand Canal 
system with a view to improving the service 


opened its inquiry at 12 Molesworth street, 
Dublin, yesterday morning. 


The members of the Commission present 


were:—Messrs. R. N. Tweedy, M.LE.E., 
 A.M.I.C.E.I., 
Labour Minister of Dail Eireann; Michael 
Geraghty, representing the canal boat owners; 
M. Barrington Jellett, the general trading in- 
terests concerned; Thomas Kennedy, the Irish 
Transport and. General Workers’ Union; and 
W. R. Rea, the Grand Canal Company. 
Mr. T. J. Flynn acted as Secretary to the 
Commission. 


The Chairman said that the Commission was 


set up under a memorandum of agreement be- 
tween the Canal Company and the Irish Trans- 
port and General Workers’ Union, under which 
there was a condition that a commission of in- 


quiry should be set up to report as soon as 


possible, and not later than May 15. The terms 
of reference were ;—*“ To investigate the work- 


ing of the Grand Canal system with a view to 


recommendations being made which might 
(a) enable the canal to afford an improved ser- 


vice to the public, having regard to the interests 


of the by-traders and of the riparian traders; 
(b) help the company to be worked on a sound 
economic basis; and (c) put the company in a 
position to grant improved conditions of work- 
ing und ah wages as would yield the canal 
workers a higher standard of living.” — 

Mr. H. Phillips, general manager of the 
Grand Canal Company, was the first witness 
examined. He said that the canal, which in- 
cluded the River Barrow from Athy to St. 
Mullins, was 196 miles in. iength, the longest 
waterway in the United Kingdom. The com- 
pany also traded over the Shannon Navigation, 


the property of the Government, between: 


Carrick-on-Shannon and Limerrck (123 mules), 

waking in all, with minor courses, 552 miles 

traversed by the company’s boats. Three ports 
and 16 counties were served, 

The originators of the proposal to make this 
waterworks through the. great Bog of Alen 
undertook a task for which there was no pre- 
cedent. At Edenderry and Ballyteague the 
canal had to be built over the bog, high em- 
bankments heving to be made—an engineering 
feat unknown in any other part of the world. 
Extensive breaches had occurred in these em- 
bankments at intervals. Many of the branch 
canals were carried through country physically 
similar to the Bog of Allen. The Barrow 
Navigation was a difficult one io work. The 
floods were so great in the winter as to overflow 
the benks, and the adjoining country was 
flooded to a considerable extent. In summer 

' the water went so low that boats had to travel 

with light joads. , 

THE PROBLEM OF THE BARROW. 

The question of the drainage of the Barrow 
bad been the subject of several Parliamentary 
Commissions and bills, but up to the present 
nothing, tangible had been done. In 1921 cargoes 
amounting to 163,468 tons were loaded and 
landed at the floating and graving docks at 
Ringsend. The cost of construction and interest 
on loans while the cana: was unproductive, 
heiween 1756 | 1606, at which date the junc- 
tion with the Shannon and Barrow had been 
completed, was £2,145,426. The financial posi- 
tion in 1848 made it necessary to. reduce the 
capital to £665,938. The company acted as toil- 
takers up to 1830. . : 

It was the only Irish canal on which the 
owning company acted as carriers. Most of the 
English companies were not carriers. Over the 
whole system 213.092 tons were carried on toll 
and freght last year. 

During the period of Government control war 
honuses amounting to 29s. per week were added 
to the wages by the Geverument. At a con- 
ference in February reductions of 2s., 5s., and

TRADE ON THE SHANNON. 

The trade on the Shannon was carried on 
under great difficulties. During the winter 
months great delays were experienced by floods ' 
ain the river and frequent storms on Loughs 
Derg and Ree, and the dilflicuity of supervision 
of crews’ of boats when lying in places of 
refuge until storms abated. 

‘Ine river being the property of the Govern- 
mont, and the navigation being of great public 
importance, the company considered that the 
Board of Works was not. entitled to look upon 
it as @ profitearning undertaking, but as ad- 
rmuistraters of a national trust. The accounts 
of the Shannon navigation showed that the 
funds were used for purposes other than the 
navigation. It was found that during the years 
1885 to 1914 melusive, there was a surplus of 
£7,356, but as during that period there were 
charged in the expenditure sums amounting to 
£8,205 for repayment of Clarecastle Pier loan, 
and a grant of £1,000 to the trustees of Foynes 
Harbour, both on the estuary o the Shannan 
and having nothing to do with the navigation,the 
total surplus appeared to be much over £16,561. 
Tt had not been possible to ascertain the whole 
amount of repayment of Clarecastle Pier loan, 
but it was believed that a sum of £2,000 should 
be added to the sum of £8,205 already men- 
tioned making a total of over £10,000 on 
account of the loan, and a total surplus of be- 
tween £18,000 and £19,000 at the end of the 
year 1914. - 


GOVERNMENT MALADMINISTRATION 
Continuing, wWituess said that at the inquiry 
before the Rates Advisory Committee in Lon- 
don, it was admitted on behalf of the Board of 
"Works that part of the drainage expenditure 
on the Shannon was debited against the navi- 
gation funds. The Government did not pay 
the war bonus and increased cost of materials 
for the upkeep of canals and waterways in the 
case of the Shannon. There was no logical 
reason why the Treasury should not have borne 
these extra costs. The Canal Company con- 
tended that if the expenditure in the Shannon 
navigation accounts was properly charged there 
wo have been no necessity for any increase 
in tolls. Another injustice from which the 
Grand Cana! Company were suffering was that 
they had to pay tolls on the actual weight of 
certain classes of goods although they could, in 
common with other canals and railways, collect

The condition of the country, and the moral 
obligation imposed on the community of eup- 
porting the authorities in suppressing crime, 
were points discussed at a meeting of the Porta- 
down Chamber of Commerce, on Monday. 

The discussion arese on a resolution from the 
Armagh Chamber of Commerce, deploring the 
state of the country, condemning the came 
paign of murder, reprisals and counter-reprisals, 
resulting in destruction of property and an in- 
tolerable increase in the burdens of taxation. 

The resolution also called upon the authori- 
ties to bring the criminals to justice, and to 
maintain peace; it also urged the Press not to 
inflame party hatred and suspicion, but to 

romote the spirit of brotherhood and for- 

arance among all sections, without which all 
ordered government was impossible. — 

Mr. Chopman said that was a resolution that 
he thought would meet with general approval. 

The Right Hon. Thomas Shillington, who 
presided, said everything that made people feel 
that they had popular feeling with them gener- 
ally did good, It was popular fegling that was 
responsible for the present deplorable state of 
affairs, If there was not a large portion of the 

ublic supporting these actions they could not 
be done. It was a molancholy thing, and greatly 
to be deprecated, 

So far as he could see from the published 
reports, there was one fact that had not been 
pointed out by any of the Chur@hes, but it 
ought to be made widely known—that it was 
the duty of evéry good citizen not only to sup- 
port the authorities, but to assist them to dis- 
cover the perpetrators of crime, so far as they 
were known. The authorities were getting no 
help whatever. The duty rested on every good 
citizen if he knew of a crime to assist the 
authorities to bring the guilty rereon to justice. 
He did Mot say that every man should expose 
himself/ to the peril of attack; but the duty 
rested/upan him, and if he did not use what- 
ever he could he was an accessory after 
the fact, and tho guilt in the publie view and 
moral judgment was upon any individual who 
knows of a crime and did not endeavour to 
disclose it to tbe authorities. That was a fact 
that they never heard from the pulpit. He did 
not see anyone teaching that, and it needed to be 
taught. It wae not even mentioned jn the 
resolution that had been read. é 

He did not blame the Churches, but this was 
a point that seemed to have been overlooked by 
them. They did not see where the real basis 
of the crime was. 

' Mr. Annesiey—The people who commit these 
crimes never go to church. 

The President—That’s true, but many who 
could yive information go to church—lots of 
them. ( 

_' Mr, Annesley—I would not think eo. 

The President—I am certain of it. I know 
some things that I would be ashamed to 
mention. .

Ho moved that they approve and support the 
resolution of the Armagh Chamber, with the 
addition that they considered it to be the duty 
of every good citizen to assist the discovery 
of crime by euch information as can be obtained, 
and that would assist the authorities to bring 
guilt home to the criminals. ;

At a meeting of tho Protestants of Round- 
stone, Connemara, a resolution was passed, con- 
demning in the strongest possible manner the 
heartless and cold-blooded murders of Catholics 
in Belfast.

An official statement from G.H.Q., LR.A., 
Beggars’ Bush, yesterday afternoon, says :— 

“This morning, at 8 o'clock, Wellington 
Barracks, Dublin, was taken over by official 
1.R.A. troops belonging tothe 2nd Eastern

“The barracks was handed over by the 
British authorities to Commandant-General T. 
Ennis. O.C. of the Division, who was accom- 
panied by Major-General Sean McMahon, 
Q.M.G., and members of the Divisional Staff. 
A number of troops is now quartered in the 
barracks, which it is ig rene to utilise as 
headquarters of the 2nd Eastern Division. 

“Tallaght Aerodrome and Howth Coastguard 
Station have also been occupied by troops be- 
longing to the eame Division during the past 
few days.” 

The evecuation of the barracks by the mili- 
tary had ecarcely been completed when a do- 
tachment of official 1.R.A. from Beggars’ Bush 
entered into occupation. There was a complete 


over of the building, which took place before 
8 o'clock, attracted little attention. After the 
entry of the incoming force armed sentries were 
posted.

THE REPORT. 

te Fetherstonhaugh, Hon. General Secre- 
tar, read the Council's report for the year 
1921, which opened with an allusion to the 
difficulties of carrying on the work of the So- 
ciety in Ireland owing to the state of the 
country at present. The statement of expendi- 
ture during the twenty-second year of work in 
the Irish Branch of the Society showed the 
need of a voluntary organisation prepared to 
hold out a helping hand to ex-Service men, who, 
through illness or misfortune, are incapable of 
self-support and ineligible for assistance under 
the War Pensions Act. During the year the 
Dublin office dealt with 8.311 cases. Financial 
assistance was given in 1,132 cases, and expendi- 
ture in relief amounted to £1,615 4s. The 
Employment Bureau found employment for 635 
men, and the Tuberculosis Committee dealt 
with 255 tubercular cases. ' 

The main charge on the funds are men suffer- 
ing from disabilities non-attributable to service, 
who are certified unfit for work and have no 
claim to assistance from the Ministry of Pen- 
sions: also men with small pensions who are 
entitled to free medical treatment, but are = 
eligible for treatment allowances. It is difficult 
to know how some of these men could exist 
were it not for the small grants made by this 
Society. 

SUPPLIES OF CLOTHES. ee 

The report continued :—In addition to our 
soldiers’ friends in Dublin we have at our dis- 
posal a trained nurse, who visits the men im 
their own homes, and whose many years ex- 
perience of work among the poor enables het 
to furnah valuable reports based on personal 
interviews, and the applicants general sur- 
roundings. We work in close co-operation with 
local War Pensions Committees, which enable 
us to get in touch with cases of hardship out- 
side the scope of the War Pensions Act, and at 
the same time eliminate the possibility cf 
assisting men entitled to State aid. On behalf 
of the British Red Cross Kmergency Committee, 
our representatives in all parts of Ireland have 
investigated applications for clothing in cases 
which do not come within the rules of the 
Society. Owing to our limited funds we are 
only in a position to supply clothes in cases of 
illness when recommended by a doctor on medi- 
cal grounds, or when a man has obtamed an 
offer of employment and requires decent cloth- 

tart work. Im spite of

IRISH MANUFACTURERS’ 
NEGLECT. 

“ Art in Advertising” was the subject of a 
lecture delivered last night under the auspices 
of the Dublin Industrial Development Associa- 
tion at 40 Upper Sackville street. Mr. M. P. 
Rowan presided, and the lecturer was Mr, 
Frank J. Brandt. 

Big’ firms, the lecturer said, who now ad- 
vertised extensively did so from the beginning. 
There were very few articles that would con- 
tinue to sell on their own merits. They must 
be advertised. The idea of expense was quite 
wrong. Very effective advertising could be 
done by small advertisements on repetition 
lines. While emphasising the importance of 
pictorial advertising, the lecturer said that he 
did not consider it essential for all advertising 
matter. 

As regards technicalities, he urged the for- 
mation of classes in our art schools where practi- 
cal as well as theoretical oy ey and also 
pos block-making, would taught. He 

id not think that it would be any harm for 
a lot of the principal manufacturers in Ireland 
to: join together for the purpose of giving a 
scholarship for commercial art in our art schools. 
Another form of advertising was through the 
letter heading. 

Poster advertising was extensively used in 
England and America, but it was largely neg- 
lected in Ireland. “The cost was considerable, 
but the results were satisfactory. He considered 
that there was a big future for art in commerce 
here. It had been very much noglected for 
several years back. They could not blame 
manufacturers altogether, as they had been 
working under great disabilities, but when 
things settled down y could go in more 
largely for advertising

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SHOOTING OF MICHAEL 
SWEENEY, 


Last night the Director of Publicity, LR.A., 
issued the following statement from the Ke- 
publican Headquarters, Sulfoik street, Dublin :'— 

‘phe idliowing are the .acts of the shooting 
of Michael Sweeney by Free State troops :— 

** Deceased had been wounded in action 
against British troops during the war and had 
to use a stick to enable him to walk. This 
disability was aggravated at the time of his 
death as a result of his treatment in Mountjoy 
jail, insufficient _ covering rendering his leg 
numb... His stick had been taken from him 
and he would have found it dificult to walk 
away from the lorry, to say nothing of running 
away On the journey from Beggars’ Bush 
to Grafton sireet he was escorted by Free 
State troops fully armed. He himself was un- 
armed. When the party drove into Grafton 
street Sweeney stood up in the lorry and put 
his hands on the side of it, Two of the guard 
jumped up and stood on each side of him; 
a third got behind him, put a revolver to his 
neck and shot him, He lived about ten 
minutes 

“dí it were necessary to shoot him to pre- 
vent his escaping—and it was not—he might 
have been shot to wound rather than kill. 

“Michael Sweeney's war record was second 
to none. He engaged in many actions with 
the British and earned from his comrades’ and 
his senior officers’ many tributes for his courage 
and resoureefulness. His mother tells that 
whenever he went into an action from which 
escape seemed impossible he said to her» 
* What matter if I die; it will be for Ireland.’ 
He never seemed afraid of death, she says.

KILLING CANCER. 


AA. 


INTERESTING APPARATUS IN 
DUBLIN. 


A marked advance in the treatment of cancer 
has been made by the Dublin Skin and 
Cancer Hospital, Hume street. 

The hospital has installed two sets of X-ray 
apparatus, the. uses eof which were de- 
monstrated to our representative yesterday by 
Mr. F. W. Read, of the Medical Supply Aasso- 
and Mr. H. 


mation, London, Rockey, of the 
Maison Scherer. 

One set is designed to give a lethal dose to 
a cancer cell. This lethal dose must be ap- 
plied without injury to the mtervening skin and 
tusue, which may be quite healthy. "ro ensure 
this the rays are extremely penctrative. They 
are caused to pass through a filter of zine, 
which means that the X-rays will be absorbed 
at the depth where the cancer is, the skin 
and intervening tissue being protected. 

In order to get the X-rays down to a suit- 
able depth in the patient’s body, a very high 
voltage, approximately 200,000, has to be used 
on the X-ray tube. ‘The volume of X-rays ap- 
phed to camcer has to be very precise. 
falls below the quantity required to kill the 
cancer, it may stimulate the growth; while if 
the required point is exceeded it may be 
dangerous to the patient. Therefore, it is essen- 
tial that the dosage should be measured with 
accuracy. This is the whole object of the 
apparatus designed by Professor Wints, and 
used with some noteworthy results at Erlangen. 
The same mode of treatment can now be 
adopted at the Hume sireet Hospital. Its sole 
purpost is the production of lethal rays to kill 
cancer, and the treatment usually lasts from six 


The second Apparatus is not so restricted in 
its use, but is not so powerful. 

“Hitherto cancer has been more or less in- 
curable,” said Mr. Read, “but by this method 
cases whicli have been considered incurable can 
now definitely be cured.” . In support of his 
theory he mentioned that two sets of this ap- 
paratus had been established. by the Middlesex 
Hospital Cancer Research Association, and one 
set had been established in the Cancer Hospital, 
Fulham, and that tho method had also been 
adopted by fourteen other, hospitals in the 
British Isles, The only hospital in Ireland to 
instal it so far is the Dublin Skin and Cancer 
Hospital. 

The results obtained in Germany, he went 
on, whilst not widely proclaimed as cures, are 
such as to leave no doubt in the mind of any 
investigator that they were really first class in | 
every detail. Mr. Rockey had been to Erlangen, | 
where these results have been obtained, and 
has personaily seen cases of cancer which were 
treated five years ago and are now cured. 
Although the word “cured” is antagonistic to 
médical etiquette, the case that has been cured 
for five vears can, from the public point of 
view, be considered as quite successful. 

Mr. Rockey said that knowing the amount 
of the lethal dose that was needed to destroy 
the cancer cell, and being able to produce or 
reproduce actually jhe conditions necessary, 
they were now able to attack the disease and 
kill the cell without trouble, even though the 
cell might be at any depth. Taking this con- 
ition as being fixed, and having the means of 
doing so, they could claim. that the cure or 
alleviation of the. disease was within their 
power. X-ravs had proved the medium which 
would not only relieve the sufferings of a multi- 
tude of cancer pationts, but give them a chance 
of recovering.

CLEVER WORK AT 
R.H.A. EXHIBITION.

SECOND NOTICE. 


That the exeeptional merit of many oí the 
exhibits of the Royal Hibernian Academy of 
Arts is meeting with an encouraging measure of 
appreciation is shown by the large daily attend- 
ance at the galleries of the Metropolitan School 
‘of Art, Kildare street, Dublin. 

Although, as was pointed out in the first 
notice of the exhibition in these columns, por 
traiture is tho dominating feature, there are 
many other phases in which the work of the 
artists may be studied with pleasure and profit, 
in that: they give~ evidences of concentration 
upon characteristics of Irish ‘life and Irish 
‘scenery, which are not infrequently interpreted 
in a manner revealing the glimmer of gemiur 
Irish boglands and Irish mountains have many 
students of their varying aspects, while the 
great, ungovernable Atlantic, sometimes cruel, 
sometimes kind, as it rolls around our rock- 
ribbed ‘coast-line, or plays upon the golden 
sands, has found not a few who have sought to 
catch the witchery of its ever-changing phases 
and the bewildering’ beauty and variety of its 
colours. 

In this category are mcluded many pictures 
worthy of study. “A Showery Day in Cv. 
Sligo” (146), the solitary exhibit of J. Cramp- 
ton Walker, is a very pleasing impression of a 
typical Western scene. In the foreground are 
the stacks of turf, freshly cut from the turf 
bank, in dark contrast with the richness of 
the verdure upon the flower-spangled surface of 
the bogland; im the background, the mountains 
rising into clouds, whose gloom is relieved by 
the suggestion of the glorious sunlight that lies 
behind them. ‘ The Shadow of the Glen, Glen- 
gariff” (9), by J. Humbert Craig, catches a 
characteristic cloud effect upon ohe of the many 
beauty spots of the South-West; while in 
“ Croaghpatrick, The Reek, Co. Mayo” (112), 
J. A. H. Jameson gives us a splendid picttre ol 
our proudest mountain, the clouds sweeping over 
and around the summit, tle reeds in the fore- 
ground bent before the wind, and the sea-birds 
hovering and halancing on quivering pinions 
above the troubled waters, a wisp of the driving 
mist sheltering under the lee of the nunghty 
Roek. 

SOUND WORK. : 

The half-dozen. works of Charles V. Lamb 
have already been noticed; suffice to say that 
his figure studies of types of the Connemara 
peasant folk—the women in their home-spun 
shawls, the fishermen and lads with their 
weather-beaten faces, and the poise of the boat. 
man who knows the stormy waters, and the 
picturesque, if unsanitary, cottages which liave 
defied so long, and still defy, the Atlantic gale— 
all these have been interpreted as they could 
be caught only by an artist who has lived where 
he has worked. 

The “ Portrait of Bean Moylan” (121), by 
John Keating, A.R.H.A., is a striking study, 
full of animation, depicting a figure full of 
nervous activity, the overcoat thrown carelessly 
open, and the hands resting upon the hips. 
Other portrarts the merits of which wih attract 
attention iwmelude “ Commandant-General BR. 
O'Connor, B.E., G.H.Q,, I.R.A. ' (135), by Leo 
Whelan, A.R.H,A.; “ Michael Collins, Tf-b. 
(78), by the same artist; ' Mrs, George Syms ° 
(47), by J. Doyle Penrose, R.H.A.; “ Mrs. John- 
son of Port Mulgrove " (75), a dignified work, 
showing the seated figure of a venerable old 
lady, her clasped hands resting on her lap; and 
“Mrs. P. C€.” (247), by R. Caulfeild Orpen, 
R H.A., a remarkably pleasing work. 

A County Dublin scene is very pleasingly 
treated in the large canvas, ' A Path Through 
the Gorse. Howth, 1921” (30), by Henry W. 
Moss, depicting the rich colours of the golden 
heather, with cattle and goats grouped in the 
forecround, and the rays of the sun playing 
through clouds upon the waters of Dublin Bay. 
Another Dublin artist—-Charles Mills, A.R.H.A. 

-whose recent death is much deplored, is re- 
presented by two clever water-colour studies- 


“A Bank of Poppies”’ (186) and “A Cirrus 


colours, of which ' A Wet Evening in Patrick 
Street, Cork’’ (166), is a clever impression of 
the play of the blurred lights of shop fronts, 
street lamps, and trams upon the busy 
thoroughfare. N. French M‘Lachlan' is repre- 
sented by three portraits, of which “ Professor 
Eoin MacNeill, T.D. "” (138), will, perhaps, be 
studied with most interest. 

FLOWERS AND LANDSCAPES. 

There are half-a-dozen examples of the work 
of Hans Tien, among them: ' Red Poppies 
(Switzerland) ' (24), a richly coloured study 
of glaring blossoms, brilliant foliage, blue sky 
and summer clouds; and '“ A Glimpse of the 
Irish Coast”? (4), in which the charm of a 
summer scene is happily caught. 

Henry .C. Tisdall, R.W.A., exhibits eicht pic- 
tures: ' The Rising Meon ” (18), showing the 
orb. of 
the woodland: and his other works include 
clever studies of summer and autumn, moon- 
light and mist. 

There is a very cleverly conveyed suggestion 
of recent tragedy about '' The Letter’’ (143), 
by Clarence Baird, a beautiful interior, in 
which three figures are seated round a table, 
in a subdued light—an officer in ‘uniform read- 
ing a letter to two ladies in mourning. ‘“ Re- 
flections ” (127). by the same artist, showing a 
lady seated in the light of the domestic hearth. 
has in it a like suggestion of sad memories. 
Theo Nicolet has ‘our clever water-colour 
sketches of ecenes in Brittany, including: 
“ Along the Aven ” (196) and **-Between the 
Showers (198). The treatment of the light is 
clever in ‘“ Twilight at Michael Mooney’s’”’ 
(182), by H. R. Lilley, and in ** Rushy Meads ”’ 
(184), Frank M‘Kelvey, which shows the cattle 
in the meadow-land very happily. 

Miss M. S. Johnson’s “ Lehenna—sketch near’ 
Cork ' (208), is a very effective study of brown 
heather and greensward; while in “ At the 
Ebb '” (174), Lancelot Bayly gives an arresting 
etudy of the receding waters, amid gaunt and 
frowning rocks.
